*ment to consult one or two other 
members of the cabinet and give an in- 
formal reply. 

The government formulated certain 
loose rules to the effect that loans to 
European countries by American bank- 
ers vught to be approved if the money 
was for praiseworthy purposes, but 
should not be approved if the money 
were destined to be used for military 
or wther undesirable purposes. Grad- 
ually the term “other undesirable pur- 
poses” came to include unsound fi- 
nancial practices. That is to say, 
if a European government were bor- 
rowing money merely because it had 

* not the courage to reduce its ex- 
penses or to raise its taxatiop, such 
loans came to be included in the cate-

Pittsburg, October 13.—(/)—Pitts- 
burg’s hopes for a world baseball 
championship, which had all but faded 
out of the picture for 1925, came 
back today into full fling on the wings 
of a lusty home-run drive by Eddie 
Moore. 

Until today the young Pirate sec- 
ond-sacker had been only a cog in 
the machine, inconspicuous for the 
most part, but tonight he is the hero 
of a victory that pulled the Pirates 
up on even terms with the Senators, 
each with three triumphs apiece, and 
extended the series to its seventh 
game limit tomorrow. 

Buttressed by the 
times invincible pitching of Ray 
Kremer, and a defense that was 
shock-proof in every crisis, Moore’s 
single stroke in the fifth inning pro- 
vided the winning margin of a 3-to-2 
triumph that marked another advance 
in the sensatidnal comeback of the 
National league champions, and 
stirred a home-town throng of 44,000 
fans into delirious enthusiasm, 

It was the second straight victory 
for the Pirates, now on the high 
tide, dashing and confident that they 
will go on to reach the goal that last 
was gained by the club in 1909.

ENT 10 BEATS 
BY NEW ORDER 


Mayor Sims Orders Chief 
Jett To Keep Traffic Of- 
ficers Only at Vital 
Points Downtown. 


NEW SIGNAL SYSTEM

Police Board To Hear

All traffic officers, with the excep- 
tion of one at each congested area in 
the heart of the downtown section, 
were removed: Tuesday afternoon by 
special order of Acting Police Chief 


and thrown back into the residential 
sections of the city to do regular pa- 
trol duty. 

This action on the part of Chief 
Jett followed receipt of a letter from 
Mayor Walter A. Sims in which the 
chief executive stated that he regard- 
ed it a waste of manpower to keep 
officers on street corners downtown 
when the signal lighting system was 
installed for the very purpose of re- 
lieving the city of this necessity. 

“Of course, we may have needed 
traffic officers for the first few weeks 
to direct traffic and bring about an 
observance of these signals until the 
public was educated as to the work- 
ings of the system, but it has been in 
operation long ¢nough for the public 
to understand it thoroughly by now,” 
the mayor said. 

Denies Clash Influence. 

Chief Jett made it plain Tuesday 
that the mayor’s action was not in- 
fluenced in any way by the clash Mon- 
day night between Officer H. O. Ham- 
brick and M. Rives, 26, of 520 Wash- 
ington street, which resulted in both

New Orleans, October 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The question of 
divorce was brought before the house 
of deputies of the general convention 
of the Protestant Episcepal church 
here today. The first action was 
acceptance of a report of the com- 
mittee on canons recommending that 
a resolution presented from the south- 
ern diocese of Ohio dealing with the 
question be rejected. 

This resolution would have given 
bishops the right to inquire’ into 
phases of divorce other than legal on 
application of a divorced person to 
marry again. The ecclesiastical au- 
thorities of the diocese, under the 
terms of the resolution, would have 
been the final authority in determin- 
ing social and ethical questions con- 
nected with a divorce. 

Marriage Sanctity Association. 

Shortly after rejection of this reso- 
lution the beginning of a fight to 
place an absolute ban on the marriage 


of divorced persons in the church was 
marked by introduction of a resolu- 
tion by the Rev. Caleb R. Stetson; 
rector of Trinity church, New York, 
for the Sanctity of Marriage associa- 
tion. The resolution was referred to 
the committee on canons. 

The church law now provides that 
an innocent party in a divorce, with 
certain restrictions, may remarry. The

Washington, October 13. — The 
army general staff presented to the 


president’s air board today a state- 
ment in rebuttal to witnesses who 
have urged sweeping changes to the 
national defense organization. 

It denounced as “unsound” the pro- 
posed department of national defense, 
asserted that “direct administration 
and control” of the army air service 
actually does rest “in the hands of 
the chief of the air service” and pre- 
sented a general denial of charges of 
mismanagement in the administration 
of the air service itself. 


Presented by Brigadier General 
Hugh A. Drum, as its chief of staff, 
the statement, covering 51 type-writ- 
ten pages, was prefaced with the re- 
mark that “the war department has 
considered with painstaking thorough- 
ness and care the various proposi- 
tions and views presented to the 
board,” 

“The main proposals,” it added, 
“have been studied in one form or 
another before, during and since the 
world war. Consequently the war de- 
partment had crystalized its views on 
air service organization into sane, 
definite and well-thought-out policies. 
These views were concurred in by the 
chief of air service, Major General 
Mason M. Patrick.” 

The “were” in the last sentence of 
the above quoted paragraph was un- 
derscored in the official text of the 
statement.

Two 
years later he became assistant sec- 
retary of war, in which post he was 
charged by law with developing com- 
plete plans for industrial mobilization 
in the event of war. It fell to him 
during Mr. Weeks’ absence to deal 
with such troublesome questions as 
the air service controversy. His han- 
dling of that problem and his sug- 
gestion that the president appoint a 
special board to clear the atmosphere 
are believed to have been great fac-

WEEKS PREPARES 
TO TAKE VACATION. 

Washington, October 13.—(4)— 
John Wingate Weeks, regretfully 


stepped out of public life today, relin- 
quishing his office as secretary of war 
to Dwight F. Davis, assistant secre- 
tary, world war veteran and holder of 
the distinguished service medal for 
gallantry in action. 

Mr. Weeks will leave Washington 
tomorrow night to begin a six months 
period of leisure and travel which his 
physicians hope will bring him com- 
plete restoration of health. He de- 
ferred his departure in order to be 
present tomorrow when Chief Justice 
Taft, at his personal request, admin- 
isters the oath of office to Mr. Da- 


i vis. 


In all his nearly quarter century 
of public service Mr. Weeks has never 
known a moment of greater pride than 
came to him today after the announce- 
ment that he had found it necessary 
to resign. There was an immediate 
outpouring from the white house, from 
cabinet members, from his associates 
in the war department and from 
friends and citizens of widely differ- 
ent political faiths, testifying to the 
admiration and respect in which he 
was held and to the regret with which 
his withdrawal from public life was 
viewer. 

In his letter of resignation the re- 
tiring secretary made it clear that 


his physical sufferings of the last few 
months had in nowise dimmed his keen 
interest in public affairs and partic- 
ularly in the problems of the war de- 
partment. 

Letter From Weeks. 

Correspondence exchanged between 
President Coolidge and John W. 
Weeks incident to the latter’s resig- 
nation as secretary of war was made 
public today at the white house. The 
letter from Mr. Weeks read: 

“I regret that it seems unwise for 
me to serve any longer as secretary 
of war. Due to your kindness I have 
continued in office during the past 
six months hoping that about this 
time 1 would be able to resume active 
duty. While my health has greatly 
improved and I hope to recover it 
ultimately, I am not now in condition 
to undertake the responsibilties of any 
intensive occupation and my doctors 
inform me that I shall not be able 
to do so for some months. 

“It seems to me that in justice to 
you, the best interests of the military 
service and the proper consideration 
of the important non-military prob- 
lems entrusted to the war department, 
I should no- longer hold an office I 
cannot adequately fill. I therefore 
respectfully tender my resignation. In 
doing so I want to express my entire 
confidence in the success of your ad- 
ministration and my sincere regret 
that I cannot continue officially the 
pleasant relationsnips I have enjoyed 
with you and your advisers. Thank 
you for the kind consideration you 
have shown me during my service as 
a member of your cabinet.” 


Reply of President. 


The president replied: 

“Your favor notifying me of your 
final determination to resign as sec- 
retary of war on account of your 
health has been received with a great 
deal of regret. I am pleased to know, 
however, that your physical condition 
is growing more hopeful each day and 
that with a relief from official duties 
there’is prospect of a good recovery. 

“T recall that you were entering 
public life 21 years ago when you 
came to Northampton to speak during 
your first campaign for election § to 
congress. You have had the distinc- 
tion of serving your home city, be- 
ing a member of the national house 
and senate and sitting in the cabinet 
under two administrations. 


“Perhaps no more’ valuable sug- 
gestion was made to congress during 
the war than the proposal you made 
for preparing for peace. It will re- 
main, with the law for national for- 
ests which bears your name, as a 
tribute to your statesmanship. I can- 


not dispute that this entitles you to} 


feel that you have given all that eould 
be required of you in looking after 
the welfare of your country. I value 
your ability so much and appreciate 
so highly the familiarity that your 
long experience in Washington has 
viven you with the affairs of govern- 
ments that I feel your retirement to 
be. a distinet loss. 

“My personal relations with you

The measure also provides for the 
appointment of a special bond com- 
mission of 17 members to direct the 
disbursements of the bond funds. This 
commission is to be named prior to 
the election by the mayor. One mem- 
ber of the commission will be appoint- 
ed from each ward and five members 
from the city at large. This makes 
the proposed commission the same size 
as the present bond commission, 

Under the proposed ordinance the 
bond election is to be held on the'first 
Wednesday in December.

This sum was fixed by the 
house of bishops but when the reso- 
lution reached the house of deputies it 
was amended to make the salary $18,- 
000 with $5,000 for expenses. The 
house of bishops unanimously insisted 
on the $15,000 salary, and after a con- 
ference committee reported today, the 
house of deputies receded from its 
position.

“The air service is no worse off,” 
he added, “than the infantry, the cav- 
alry and otker branches of the army, 
in matters relating to promotion, hous- 
ing, ration allowances and lack of 
oe with which to purchase mate- 
rial. 


Air Force Favored. 


“General Patrick claims that the 
war department has not realized the 
full importance of the air arm and 
regards its air service as a ‘step-child.’ 
The air service in the United States 
regular army is given greater relative 
strength than the military peace or- 
ganization of any other country of 
military importance, except possibly, 
treat Britain, whose geographical po- 
sition warrants greater air strength. 

“In comparison, the air service has 
had its appropriations increased in the 
last two years to a larger extent than 
any branch of the army. 


“Air service flying officers receive 


{approximately fifty per cent more pay 
| than officers of similar length of serv- 


ice and grade in other arms. The chief 
of air service is the highest paid offi- 
cer in the active regular army. 

‘The impression is given that our 
air service units are not commanded 
hy flying officers. Such inferences 
have a sensational ring, but are not 
borne out by facts. All flying units 
are directly commanded by air serv- 
ice flying officers. All non-flying of- 
ficers are on staff or student duty. 

“The chief of air service commands 
and is directly responsible for more 
than 7O per cent of the air service's 
forees in the United States.” 

General Drum specifically denied a 
charge by Major Walter G. Kilner. 
executive officer of the air service,

Much of General Drum’s testimony 
was in support of these three conclu- 
sions of the general staff: 

“Air power alone cannot win a war.

Asserting that in the “jumble of 
ideas” presented for reorganization

HERE’S SOMETHING TO 
CHEW ON. 

Some wise guy—I wish I knew who, 
for I'd like to read more of his stuff, 
—said it is not enough to tell peo- 
ple the plain truth. You must tell it 
again and again and yet again and 
by and bye, if you don’t tire of tell- 
ing it, they'll begin to think maybe 
it is so. 

First there were the moon and the 
stars and doctors, and long afterward 
‘Dean: came, our children, and we 

are proud of them. The only trouble 
(with the dental profession is that 
'some members of it get to thinking 
'they- know about as much as the doc- 
tors do. That seems to be a fault of 
inheritance which many of our off- 
spring show. Take the nurses, for 
example; it does seem as though they 
are trying to establish themselves on 
the footing of an independent profes- 
sion, and in the pursuit of that object 
they often talk back at father in a 
very unfilial way, when the old man 
ventures to deplore their daring in 
the way of diagnosis and treatment, 
say in public health work and indus- 
trial first aid and similar departures. 
Dentistry, however, is as nearly inde- 
pendent as a medical specialty can 


be from the parent field without be- 
coming altogether estranged. It is 
well, therefore, to remind these skilled 
artisans or artists of their paternity 
and to offer them good counsel from 
time to time that they may not be 
led astray. 

A little slogan or epigram devised, 
I believe, by a first class ad man sey- 
eral years ago and taken over by the 
dentists, has had a soporifie influence 
upon dental practice, particularly 
dental hygiene, and has inspired a 
great deal of misdirected or wasted 
effort, both labor and expense, in the 
popular movement for the preserva- 
tion of the teeth. The catchy saying 
that “a clean tooth never decays,” 
may be pleasing enough in a Gilbert 
and Sullivan philosophy, but it is a 
silly idea for scientific people to fool 
with. Even common sense should in- 
dicate the absurdity of such an idea, 
for it is sad but certainly true that 
the cleanest teeth of the cleanest peo- 
ple are only too subject to dental 
cares, as every good dentist knows. 


Hang Up the Old Tooth Brush. 

Such cleansing of the teeth as an 
individual may do for himself, with 
toothbrush and dentrifice or other 


‘means, is all very well in an esthetic 
|or cosmetic way, just as is the habit 
‘or custom of bathing or washing be- 
' hind the ears. but it is childish to as- 


sume that this will or can preserve 
the teeth or prevent decay of the 
teeth. Good gosh, it has been tried 
thoroughly enough, else there are a 
million cheerful liars extant, yet where 
is the set of perfectly sound teeth that 
is beholden to the toothbrush and 
not to the skill of the dentist for its 
conservation ? Srushing the teeth, 
like the wet wash for the body, is un- 
objectionable as an esthetic practice 
if not carried to excess, but neithef 
of these modern cultivated rites has 
any important bearing upon the pre- 
vention of disease. The person who 
bathes much is no less susceptible to 
disease than the person who bathes 
little or not at all. The unsophisti- 
eated, if not unwashed, layman must 
remember the important distinction 
between visible filth or dirt and the 
invisible virus or contagium of dis- 
ease. The conception that disease is 
something essentially loathsome is one 
conjured up by the imagination in

ignorance of pathology. The technic 
or method ealled medical or surgical 
or sanitary asepsis or cleanliness is 
a thing far apart from mere esthetic 
cleanliness and so different that the 
layman cannot even understand the

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Shoeing the Baby. 

When should a baby first wear 
shoes? Our baby who can now stand 
but does not yet walk, has never 
worn shoes, and older members of the 
family threaten dire consequences, 
such as “warped soles” and “weak 
ankles’ if we do not equip the baby 
with shoes now. (H. F. W.) 

Answer.—The old folks must have 
their notions. A baby should have no 
shoes until he has learned to walk. 
The longer the shoes can be postponed 
the stronger and more perfect will be 
the development of the baby’s 


shoes on the baby, select something 
like moccasins, avoiding everything 
stiff or rigid in the way of soles, toes. 
counters or uppers. Babies may wear 
knitted boots or soft wool or skin 
moccasins for warmth when they are 
taken out in cold weather. But wool 
socks are sufficient footwear for ba- 
bies until they have learned to walk. 
Going barefoot when or where it ‘is 
not too cold, is still better for the gen- 
eral development of the baty. A baby 
has as much need for shoes as a cat 
has for a corset.

Answer.—Walk not less than five 
miles a day, and you will have the 
best of all exercises for making the 
ankles trim and strong and the legs 
shapely. Other exercises of value for 
the purpose are skipping rope, tennis, 
ballet dancing, running, the heel and 
toe drill. Practice toeing in or at 
least try to keep the feet about paral- 
lel, and never toe out. Reducing 
soap is very effective on the pocket- 
book of the gullible purchaser of the 
stuff. If physiology were not ex- 
cluded from the common school course, 
vou would know as well as I know 
that neither reduction nor develop- 
ment of any part of the body or of the 
body as a whole can be brought about 
by any external medicament or sub- 
stance or appliance. ?'

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Spirits Break 
Dishes. 


The case of a young girl in England 
in whose presence dishes,. pots and 
pans jumped from the table, has at- 
tracted the attention of reputable 
scientists. And as the phenomena con- 
tinued, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle had 
her placed in a hospital for observa- 
tion where her dynamogenic presence 
was responsible for $300 worth of 
breakage in the kitchen before she was 
cured and “the bad spirit was thrown 
off.” Sir Arthur was of the opinion 
that the girl, being in a weak physi- 
cal conditon, had become an easy prey 
to an evil spirit. 

Whatever the condition of the girl, 
she would have fared far worse, say 
400 or 500 years ago, if we recall that 
they even burned Joan of Are; that 
golden lightning bolt from the armory 
of le Bon Dieu, as a witch. Although 
humanity is but in the forecourt of 
knowledge in the field of mediumistiec 
cases, such as spiritism and animism, 
more and more eminent scientists are 
coming to the conclusion from positive, 
direct and scientific observation of the 
phenomena and their normal interpre- 
tation that there are invisible beings 
or forces which act in our atmosphere. 
That declaration may seem bold and 
risky, but it has not heen adopted 
without a compelling insistence, be- 
cause of the many unexplainable 
things of this kind, which oceur more 
frequently than the world in general 
supposes. 


Mediaeval 
Monarchy. 


After Blasco Ibanez, Perez de Aya- 
la, Spanish novelist, sits in judgment 
on King Alfonso XIII. In an article 
in Ia Prensa, published in Buenos 
Aires, the distinguished writer does 
not so much blame the character of 
Alfonso, but charges that the execlu- 
sive clerical and militarist education 
of the king is largely responsible for 
his “peculiar medieval” conceptions of 
the monarchy. ‘The reason why the 
principal intellectuals of Spain con- 
demn the man who is on the throne 
of Spain at the present time, accord- 
ing to De Ayala, is because the king 
is laboring under the idea that the 
monarchy is a divinely instituted pat- 
frimony. Instead of accounting the 
monarchy and its institutions as hav- 
ing no other goal than to preserve 
and better the fatherland, Alfonso sup- 
i poses that the sole raison d'etre of a 
people is to nourish, support and ex- 
ist for the monarchy. The distinguish- 
ed writer calls this “the sad and 
fatal psychological heritage of the 
houses of Hapsburg and Bourbon,” 
of the latter.of whom it was said that 
they were ineapable either to learn 


or to forget anything; in other words, 
that they were incorrigible.

Ancient 
Advice. 


The old sanitary laws devised by the 
Hebrews must be recognized by hygi- 
enic experts, as based on sound and 
scientific modern concepts, according 
to Dr. Otto Bauer, physician at Jena, 
who writers in a German popular 
medical journal. Humanity must oft- 
en go back to the ancients for coun- 
sel and advice. The Mosaic sanitary 
laws are not the only instance. How 
much sound advice, for example, is 
there not contained in Xenophon’'s 
Oeconomicus for the young matrons 
of our days who wish to retain their 
school-girl complexion and their slim, 
athletic figures? 

Xenophon writes of a man who told 
Socrates how he had counseled his 
wife not to use so much®white enamel 
for her complexion, to discard high- 
heeled shoes and not to dip too deep- 
ly in the rouge pot. And he added: 
“I counseled her to oversee the bak- 
ing woman as she made the bread; 
to stand beside the housekeeper as 
she measured out her stores; to go 
tours of inspection for it seemed to 
me this would at once be walking 
exercise and gymnastics. And as a 
most excellent gymnastic, [ recom- 
mend her to knead the dough and roll 
the paste; to shake the the coverlets 
and make the beds. For by so doing 
she would enjoy her food, grow vig- 
orous in health and her complexion 
would be lovelier.” Socrates grave- 
ly assented to this and referred some- 
what contemptuously to “ordinary fine 
dames, painted counterfeits of woman- 


hood.” 


Stresemann’s 
Definition. 


In the course of one of his speeches 
at Locarno, Herr Stresemann referred 
to war as “a curse of God.” A pro- 
found difference in that declaration 
with Marshal Von Moltke’s statement 
that war is an element of order, estab- 
lished by God. The two views are 
open to considerable philosophie sperc- 
ulation. Von Moltke believed that 
war was beneficial and has been the 
cause of the progress of the human 
race. Primitive man knew nothing 
of the anonymous slaughter we call 
war. With the dawn of civilization 
came also fratricidal struggle. In 
the animalistic age, when man was 
in a much lower state, his lack of 
intelligence kept him from recogniz- 
ing the usefulness of war and he re- 
frained from it. Yet to say that man- 
kind progressed because of war seems 
to - a profound error of the human 
mind.

YOUR FEET. 

Are your feet always so comfortable 
that you sre no conscious of them at 
all? If not, do everything you can to 
make them so for life isn’t worth 
living if your feet ache. 

If you can, go to a chirpodist, even 
if for only one visit and watch how 
he treats the feet. Don’t be afraid to 
ask questions for you want to take 
care of your feet in as_ professional 
a manner as possible. If you cannot 
see a chiropodist, follow these direc- 
tions: 

Soak the feet in warmy soapy 
water for 15 minutes. With a rough 
towel. rub off all callous spots, and 
rub them with cold cream to soften 
the skin. As soon as you remove the 
feet from the water place little wads 
of wet cotton over the corns to keep 
them soft until you are ready to 
shave them off. 

Buv a corn knife and very, very 
carefully shave off the horny, top lay- 
ers of the corns, being very careful 
not to cut the live flesh. The corns 
will soak and swell, so this shaving 
is not hard. Should you cut the 
skin and draw blood, touch’ the place

that loaning more money to govern- 
ments already in default, encourages 
those governments in unsound fi- 
nancial practices and therefore ought 
to be disapproved. 


Since the French government ‘made 
a start toward refunding its debt to 
America, but has not yet completed 
the process, the question has been dis- 
cussed whether the exhibition of good 
faith from France is sufficient to lift 
the ban on the loaning of money by 
New York bankers to France. From 
what was said in Washington today, 
apparently the ban is still on. 


Meantime, Senator Borah is work- 
ing at a wholly different angle of 
these private American loans to Eu- 
rope, which will be brought up in 
congress in December, as an incident 
to the ratification of the refunding 
arrangements recently made with sev- 
eral European countries. Senator 
Borah says these private loans to Eu- 
ropean countries amount to upward 
of a billion dollars and he queries 
whether sending such a sum to Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin, Warsaw and else- 
where is the best use to make of 
that much American money. In 
short, while the administration 
merely puts an informal  disap- 
proval on loans to governments in 
default to the United States govern- 
ment, Borah goes much further and 
apparently is. willing to put a con- 
gressional embargo on all loans of 
American money to all European 
countries and Kuropean corporations. 


This attitude of Borah is sup- 
ported by some important American 
business interests, chiefly New IEng- 
land manufacturers, some of whom 
are high in power in the republican 
party. They say that American 
money is loaned, for example, to Ger- 
man corporations, that the German 
corporations use the money to manu- 
facture goods, and that thereafter 
these goods come into competition 
with American goods in two ways. 
Some goods made in Europe and fi- 
naneced with American money are sent 
to America to be sold here in com- 
petition with American-made goods. 
In addition, American money loaned 
to Germany is in turn loaned by Ger- 
many in South America. The Ger- 
mans, by loaning the money, are en- 
abled to capture South American 
trade, which might otherwise come 
to the United States. 


All this will bring up in December

has arisen a school of American 
thought which insists that American 
capital be kept at home and used to 
develop home industries. Persons 
who hold this theory are as a rule 
identical with those who believe in 
very high protective tariff. They 
realize that the repayment by Enu- 
rope of the principal and interest of 
those lonns can most readily he made 
in the form of goods, and there soon 
will be in America a considerable 
group of bankers and investors who 
will want the tariff made low in or- 
der to enable Europe to make its in- 
terest payments to America. 

Many doubt whether it would be 
possible for America effectively to 
stop the export of capital. Of course, 
American international hankers are 
willing to obey even an informal re- 
quest not to loan money to European 
governments that do not pay their 
debts to the American government.

“We don’t want to make New York 
a second Pittsburg,” he said. “but if 
it’s a case of smudging up the city or 
freezing, why nobody will freeze as 
there is plenty of soft coal.’’
